- Keith Everitt, Social Credit is back in office for his third term representing St. 
Albert with a total of 2,824 votes. This was a lead of 502 over his closest opponent 
Liberal Bob Russell (2322), Stan Walker, a late starter in the campaign, polled 1455 votes 
for the Conservatives and Norman Dolman collected 1343 for the N.D.P. 


About 65% of the 12,186 
eligible voters cast their bal- 
lots in St. Albert Constituency 
(An unofficial figure not all- 
owing for spoiled ballots, 
university students away from 
the constituency etcetera). 


The margin of Social Credit 
over Liberal votes is almost 
identical with the 1963 elec- 
tion results, when Everitt de- 
feated Chalifoux with 510 votes 
Conservative candidate 
Lazerte had 1332 that year 
and Bevington for N.D.P. only 
451. So Norman Dolman made 
a significant gain in popular 
vote for the N.D.P. here. 


In 1959 election Everitt’s 
nearest opponent was also the 
Liberal candidate, only 73 
votes behind. Conservatives 
had 1190 and the CCF 474 
votes that year.

‘A? stock to ‘‘N’’ stock with 
every conceivable variation 
in between. ‘‘A’’ stock is a 
production car with not any 
more equipment than the top 
options from Detroit, and 
street equipped. ‘‘A’’ stock is 
the top rated weight to H.P. 
machine, and ‘‘N’’ stockis the 
lowest of the stock class. 
“Fuelers’’ are modified 
machinery which are used ex- 
clusively for drag racing. The 
average weight athe ‘‘fueler’’ 
runs around 1,600 pounds. 
Engines run up to 1,400 h.p. 
and transmissions consist of 
only one gear. The engines are 
super charged by GMC blow- 
ers, which force the fuel mix- 
ture into the motor. The fuel 


used exclusively is a mixture. 


of nitro methane and alcohol 
with a touch of acetone. The 
‘*fueler’’ gets its tag from the 
special fuel mixture used 
which costs as high as $8.00 
(dollars) per gallon. Motors 
cost as high as three thousand 
dollars, and can be expected 
to last for about four races, 
or at the speeds reached for 
a racing life of only 28 sec- 
onds! Streamlined bodies rest 
on an elongated frame with 
bicycle type wheels at the 
front and 1,100 by 15 ‘‘slicks”’ 
at the rear. The shape of the 
“‘fueler’’ has gained its nick- 
names as “slingshot’’ and 
“railer’’. Next to the Jet 
powered cars, which compete 
for world land championships 
these are indeed the ‘‘hottest’’ 
cars on the track. 

Another modified class of 
auto is termed the ‘‘funny car’’ 
They are called ‘‘funny’’, be- 
cause of their exhibition 
oriented engineering. The 
body is moved back on the 
chassis, to a point where the 
rear wheels are directly be- 
hind the front door. This facil- 
itates ‘‘wheel stands’’, or 
pulling the front wheels off the 
pavement. They attain speeds 
of 150 m.p.h. and up. The car 
is basically a dragster with a 
full weight production body. 
The Stedelbauer Rebel, 1965 
Chevy 11 coupe was of this 
type in the drags on the 21st. 
Mechanical difficulties pla- 
gued the Stedelbauer car at 
‘the drags, but it is expected
